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PROFILE:  MITHRADATES  VI  EUPATOR. 

* » 

Mithradates  VI,  the  Great,  sixth  king  of  Pontus  of  this  name,  succeeded  his 
father  at  the  age  of  eleven.  After  attempts  had  been  made  on  his  life  by  members 
of  his  family,  he  fled  to  the  mountains,  living  there  for  many  years  as  a  hunter. 
Returning  to  his  capital,  Sinope,  in  about  b.c.  1 1 1,  he  imprisoned  his  mother  and  had 
his  younger  brother  killed,  thus  firmly  establishing  himself  on  the  throne. 

Turning  to  conquest,  he  occupied  Colchis,  Paphlagonia  and  part  of  Galatia; 
put  his  son  Ariarathes  on  the  throne  of  Cappadocia  and  deposed  Nicomedes  III, 
king  of  Bithynia.  The  Romans,  however,  restored  the  legitimate  kings,  and 
Mithradates  who  had  long  hated  the  Romans,  while  apparently  acquiescing,  made 
preparations  for  war.  Nicomedes,  on  the  instigation  of  the  Romans,  attacked  Pontus 
in  88  B.c.,  thus  causing  Mithradates  to  declare  war.  He  quickly  conquered  Galatia 
and  Phrygia,  defeating  the  Roman  armies  and  ordering  a  general  massacre  of  the 
Romans.  He  occupied  Athens,  and  sent  large  armies  into  Greece.  His  armies  in 
Greece  and  Asia  were,  however,  defeated  by  Sulla  and  C.  Flavius  Fimbria  respec¬ 
tively,  and  in  84  B.C.  he  abandoned  his  conquests  and  concluded  peace.  In  83, 
Murena  invaded  Pontus,  thus  starting  the  Second  Mithradatic  war :  he  was  defeated 
the  following  year,  and  there  followed  an  uneasy  peace  until  74  b.c.,  when  hostilities  • 
again  commenced.  Mithradates  defeated  the  Roman  consul  Cotta  at  Chalcedon, 
but  was  himself  beaten  by  Lucullus,  whereupon  he  took  refuge  in  Armenia.  Lucullus, 
overthrown  by  mutiny,  was  succeeded  by  Pompey,  who  completed  the  defeat  of 
Mithradates.  While  recovering  after  his  defeat,  his  own  troops  revolted,  and  after 
an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  suicide  by  poison,  Mithradates  ordered  one  of  his  men 
to  kill  him.  Mithradates  was  a  very  well-educated  man  and  is  reputed  to  have 
spoken  22  languages.  He  was  also  a  collector  of  works  of  art.  He  was  one  of  the 
greatest  generals  of  all  time  and  he  nearly  succeeded  in  stemming  the  Roman 
advance  to  the  East.  • 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  is  a  silver  tetradrachm.

LOOKING  BACK  OVER  THIRTY  YEARS.

1936.  It  was  during  this  year  that  I  compiled  our  first  “  Catalogue  of  Roman  Coins.” 
Until  October  of  this  year  our  price  lists  had  been  duplicated  in  the  office  and  sent  out  every 
two  or  three  weeks.  However  we  had  list  no.  269  issued  in  printed  form  and  this  was  a  step 
forward  we  have  never  regretted.  It  was  printed  by  Robert  Stockwell,  whose  firm  have  been 
our  printers  ever  since,  and  who  in  later  years  have  also  printed  for  other  coin  dealers  in  this  ( 
country.  I  see  on  looking  at  our  old  list  that  we  were  offering  coins  at  what  to-day  seems  very 
cheap  prices  : — gold  solidus  of  the  emperor  Honorius,  VF  28/6;  gold  angel  of  Elizabeth  I, 
VF  40/-;  U.S.A.  gold  dollar,  9/6;  Tiberius  “Tribute  penny”  denarius,  F  3/6;  Victoria 

“  Gothic  ”  crown,  1847,  FDC  14/-;  Edward  VII,  crown,  1902,  FDC  10/-. 

But,  even  then,  not  all  coins  were  inexpensive;  I  see  : — Victoria,  copper  issue,  farthing, 
1860  EF  £10/10/-;  Charles  I,  Inchiquin  ninepence,  F  £12/10/-;  Syracuse,  dekadrachm  by 
Kimon,  EF  £220;  Syracuse,  gold  100  litrae,  FDC  £112/1 0/— ;  1765,  Maundy  fourpence, 
VF  70/-;  George  IV,  five-pounds,  1826,  with  plain  edge,  FDC  £70. 

1937.  Much  of  our  time  during  this  year  was  taken  up  with  the  sale  of  Edward  VIII 
“  Coronation  ”  and  Abdication  medals.  My  son,  Peter,  joined  the  firm  on  leaving  school. 
At  the  very  end  of  the  year  I  made  one  of  our  biggest  pre-war  deals;  it  was  the  purchase  of 
Major  Carlyon-Britton’s  famous  collection  of  over  800  English  hammered  gold  coins. 

1938.  In  the  early  months  of  this  year  I  was  much  occupied  in  pricing  and  cataloguing 
this  collection.  During  the  year  I  became  a  film  actor,  taking  part  in  the  making  of  “  Pounds, 
Shillings  and  Sence.”  I  remember  I  explained  what  £  s.  d.  stood  for  and  their  derivation; 
some  of  our  coins  were  filmed.  When  I  saw  the  film  I  could  hardly  recognize  my  own  voice 
booming  through  the  cinema. 

1939  saw  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II.  Peter,  being  in  the  Territorials,  was  called  up 
10  days  before  the  war  started  and  did  not  return  to  us  until  1946.  We  immediately  moved 
to  my  home  at  Potters  Bar,  fourteen  miles  north  of  London,  and  for  a  couple  of  months  I  was 
helping  to  organize  the  Civil  Defence  of  my  district.  J.  H.  Hine,  who  is  now  in  charge  of  our 
War  Medal  Department,  was  at  that  time  my  immediate  superior.  There  were  no  air  raids, 
so  in  November  we  moved  back  to  Great  Portland  Street. 


1940-41.  This  year  saw  the  commencement  of  the  air  raids  on  London.  We  rented  a 
basement  a  few  doors  away  from  “  65  ”  and  had  it  strengthened  and  put  our  safes  and  some 
of  our  cabinets  down  there;  we  did  not  want  to  have  all  our  eggs  in  one  basket.  Although  the 
Queen’s  Hall  and  St.  George’s  Hall,  right  behind  us,  were  burnt  right  out  early  on  in  the  blitz, 
and  although  bombs  fell  all  around  us,  nothing  serious  happened  to  “  65.”  We  lost  our  win¬ 
dows  once  or  twice  and  we  had  a  bomb  splinter  in  one  volume  of  our  British  Museum  Catalogue 
of  Greek  Coins.  At  this  time  and  for  the  next  three  or  four  years  I  was  working  on  Civil 
Defence  and  only  managed  to  get  up  to  the  office  two  or  three  times  a  week.  Miss  Eccles, 
all  the  time,  and  Donald  Swanson,  some  of  the  time,  nobly  carried  on  throughout  the  blitz  and 
later  years  in  my  absence. 
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1942-4.  We  were  still  just  carrying  on  and  did  not  issue  many  lists.  We  had  expected 
when  the  war  started  that  business  would  fall  off  but  in  fact  the  opposite  was  the  case.  This  was 
probably  for  three  or  four  reasons;  more  money  about,  fewer  goods  available  to  spend  it 
on;  the  black-out  causing  people  to  stay  at  home  more.  There  was  also  another  reason — 
collecting  coins  as  a  form  of  insurance;  this  was  particularly  noticable  in  the  case  of  gold  coins. 
Before  the  war  there  were  more  gold  coins  on  the  market  than  there  were  collectors  to  absorb 
them.  Common  gold  coins,  such  as  Charles  I  unites,  used  only  to  fetch  about  their  metal 
price  at  auction.  Now  one  found  that  ones  stock  of  gold  was  going  down  fast  and  prices 
were  going  up  rapidly;  in  fact  it  was  difficult  to  keep  up  with  them.  In  1943  my  daughter, 
Patricia  joined  the  staff.  Even  when  quite  a  little  girl  her  ambition  had  been  to  become  a  lady 
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numismatist.  During  the  uneventful  periods  of  my  C.D.  duties  in  1944  I  wrote  our  first 
Standard  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

1945.  I  brought  the  S.  R.  Naish  Collection,  which  I  put  all  into  one  list.  We  had  never 
previously  had  a  list  sell  so  well;  there  were  1,700  items  and  1,200  sold  within  ten  days, 
many  we  could  have  sold  ten  times  over.  In  December  we  instituted  the  “  Bulletin,”  it 
consisted,  as  to-day,  of  lists  of  coins  for  sale  as  before  but  with  reading  matter  in  the  front. 
This  was  well  received  and  we  slowly  enlarged  it. 

Mrs.  Emmy  Cahn,  the  widow  of  Dr.  Julius  Cahn,  the  well-known  Frankfurt  coin-dealer, 
joins  our  staff  and  takes  charge  of  our  Foreign  Coin  Department.  We  take  over  the  second 
floor  of  this  building.

RACTRIAN  AND  INDO-GREEK  COINAGE.

XXXII.  Peucolaus. 

Circa  B.c.  85-83. 

It  seems  that  Archebius  was  followed  by  an  obscure  king  of  the  name  of  Peuco- 
lauSj  whose  rule  must  have  been  of  a  very  short  duration  judging  by  the  extreme 
rarity  of  his  coins,  which  are :

The  coins  of  Peucolaus  were  the  last  to  be  discovered  of  all  the  Bactrian  and 
Indo-Greek  rulers.  The  first  bronze  coin  was  found  by  Cunningham  who  wrote 
about  it  to  Mr.  C.  J.  Rogers  in  a  letter  dated  13th  September,  1884.  The  coin 
itself  was  published  for  the  first  time  in  1898  by  Mr.  Vincent  A.  Smith,  as  one  of 
the  three  known  specimens. 

Two  specimens  of  the  tetradrachm  with  the  portrait  of  the  king  came  from  a 
hoard  from  the  upper  Kabul  valley.  Coins  from  this  find  reached  Dr.  Whitehead 
in  1917  via  the  Rawalpindi  dealers. 

The  types  on  the  coins  of  Peucolaus  differ  to  a  certain  extent  from  those  of  his 
immediate  predecessors.  Although  Zeus  with  transverse  sceptre  appears  on  coins 
of  many  earlier  rulers,  his  posture  is  new,  especially  the  gesture  of  his  right  hand, 
repeated  only  by  the  Indo-Scythian  Azes.  Whether  it  is  a  gesture  of  benediction 
or  command  it  is  difficult  to  say.  Dr.  Whitehead  suggests  that  Zeus  is  holding 
in  his  right  hand  a  small  object  in  the  shape  of  a  crescent  or  horns,  the  same  as  the 
Zeus  on  the  coins  of  Hermaeus,  Maues,  Azes,  and  Azilises. 

The  type  of  Artemis  on  the  bronze  coins  strongly  resembles  a  similar  type  of 
Demetrius  I,  never  copied  by  his  successors.  For  unknown  reasons  Peucolaus 
has  chosen  it  after  nearly  a  century.  The  second  type,  that  of  the  turreted  Tyche, 
is  a  new  type  in  the  Indo-Greek  coinage.  The  city  of  which  the  goddess  was  the 
tutelary  deity  is  not  certain,  although  the  lotus  in  her  hand  rather  points  to  Peu- 
colaotis-Pushkalavati,  the  “  City  of  the  Lotuses.”  Dr.  Tarn  calls  her  even  the 
Fortune  of  Pushkalavati.  But  the  evidence  of  the  monograms  on  the  coins  of 
Peucolaus  does  not  prove  that  he  ruled  over  Pushkalavati.  His  two  monograms 
belong  to  the  upper  Kabul  valley  mints,  and  the  style  and  fabric  of  his  coins  seem 
to  corroborate  that  location  of  his  kingdom.  The  lotus  held  by  Tyche  may  be 
rather  connected  with  the  unusual  name  of  Peucolaus,  than  with  that  of  a  city. 
It  may  be,  however,  that  a  discovery  of  further  coins  of  Peucolaus  with  other  mono¬ 
grams  will  clear  up  this  puzzle. 

V.  A.  Smith  believed  that  Peucolaus  was  one  of  the  later  kings  ruling  the  Western 
Punjab  and  related  to  Hippostratus.  Dr.  Whitehead  on  the  other  hand  supposed 
that  Peucolaus  was  closely  related  to  Archebius  and  that  he  ruled  in  the  upper  Kabul 
valley. 
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The  amount  of  information  derived  from  the  coinage  of  Peucolaus  is  very  scanty 
and  does  not  allow  much  room  for  speculation.  It  seems  only  that  he  followed 

Archebius  in  the  rule  of  the  upper  Kabul  valley,  and  that  his  reign  was  of  a  short 
duration. 


THE  LIGHT  GROATS  OF  EDWARD  IV.

EDWARD’S  SECOND  REIGN,  1471-83. 

The  groats  of  the  second  reign  of  Edward  IV  reproduced  exactly  the  type  and 
style  of  the  preceding  issues,  and  in  this  case  a  few  mules  with  reverses  of  Henry  VI 
are  definitely  found.  They  did  not,  however,  continue  the  curious  system  of  com¬ 
bined  marks  from  the  Henry  VI  coinage,  but  reverted  to  the  tried  methods  of  the 
first  reign,  whatever  may  have  been  the  significance. 

The  two  provincial  mints  of  Bristol  and  York  were  still  functioning  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  second  reign,  and  turned  out  quite  a  good  quantity  of  silver  before 
they  were  closed — York  in  the  autumn  of  1471  and  Bristol  in  the  summer  of  1472. 
The  groats  from  these  mints  are  easily  distinguished  from  those  of  the  first  reign 
by  the  obverses,  which  have  small  trefoils  at  the  cusps  but  nothing  by.  the  neck.

At  first  glance  the  second  reign  groats  appear  to  be  much  more  regular  in  arrange¬ 
ment  than  those  of  the  first  reign.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  classification  table,  there 
are  only  three  types,  which  are  very  easily  separated  by  their  distinctive  characteristics. 
Further,  twelve  mintmarks  are  used  on  the  obverses,  which  would  give  a  very  easy 
and  normal  duration  of  12  months  each.  Unfortunately,  when  we  examine  the  exist¬ 
ing  coins,  the  picture  is  found  to  be  just  as  complex  as  in  the  first  reign,  but  in  an 
entirely  different  way. 

To  illustrate  this  complexity  I  have  prepared  two  supplementary  tables.  The 
first  shows  the  known  combinations  of  marks  on  the  groats,  the  normals  denoted 
by  o  and  the  mules  by  x.  The  second  shows  how  the  marks  on  the  groats  compare 
with  those  on  the  other  denominations  in  silver  and  gold.  In  the  first  reign  it  was 
not  necessary  to  consider  these  latter  coins,  but  in  the  second  reign  a  knowledge 
of  the  marks  found  on  the  other  denominations  gives  valuable  help  in  determining 
the  relative  importance  of  the  marks.

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Looking  at  the  first  table  we  are  immediately  struck  by  the  extraordinary  number 
and  variety  of  the  mules  occurring.  Mules  both  ways  between  two  consecutive 
marks  are  a  very  common  numismatic  phenomenon,  arising  because  of  the  economy 
in  dies  always  practised  in  mediaeval  times.  At  a  change  of  type  or  mintmark  it 
was  sufficient  that  one  side  of  a  coin  should  show  the  new  mark  or  type,  and  in  this 
way  the  old  obverse  and  reverse  dies  could  always  be  used  up.  With  these  second 
reign  groats,  however,  it  is  a  commonplace  for  mules  to  occur  with  a  mark  apparently 
earlier  than  that  immediately  preceding  or  later  than  that  immediately  following.  It 
is  quite  obvious,  therefore,  that  there  were  periods  in  the  second  reign  when  two 
marks  were  in  use  simultaneously  or  within  a  very  short  interval  of  one 
another.

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If  we  now  look  at  the  second  table  it  is  obvious  also  that  the  marks  were  not  all  of 
equal  importance  or  significance.  Six  marks  only  were  used  on  all  or  nearly  all 
the  denominations,  and  only  these  can  be  called  reasonably  common  to-day,  viz. : 
Short  cross  fitchee, 

Small  annulet. 

Pellet-in-annulet, 

Pierced  cross  1, 

Pierced  cross  and  pellet  in  lower  quarter, 

Heraldic  cinquefoil. 

The  other  marks,  which  appeared  only  on  one  or  two  other  denominations,  and  are 
rare  in  the  groats,  must  therefore  have  had  either  a  very  short  currency  or  concurrent 
use  with  one  of  the  main  marks.  These  points  I  hope  to  demonstrate  in  the  course 
of  this  article. 

For  the  marks  of  type  7,  Messrs.  Blunt  and  Whitton  have  suggested  the  following 
chronology : 

Short  cross  fitchee — April  1471 /Autumn  1471, 

Large  annulet/trefoil — Autumn  1471/23.2.72  (date  of  the  first  indenture  with 
Lord  Hastings), 

Small  annulet — 23.2.72/Michaelmas  1473. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  scf  was  the  first  mark  of  the  second  reign  as  it  is  the 
only  one  of  the  marks  found  also  on  the  Henry  VI  groats,  while  the  small  annulet 
undoubtedly  had  the  longest  currency  as  it  has  survived  in  large  numbers  and  is 
found  muled  with  the  pellet-in-annulet  mark,  which  must  have  been  the  last  of  type 
7,  as  it  is  also  known  with  the  characteristics  of  type  8. 

The  position  of  the  large  annulet  mark  is  not  so  easy  to  determine.  It  appears  on 
obverses  only,  having  a  trefoil  or  rose  as  its  reverse  mark,  and  is  not  by  any  means 
common  to-day.  The  separate  period  given  to  it,  however,  ignores  the  fact  that  it 
appeared  only  on  the  London  groats  and  halves.  It  can  hardly  be  maintained  that 
there  was  a  complete  cessation  of  production  of  i  ower  gold  during  the  period 
Autumn  1471  to  23.2.1472.  A  simpler  solution  would  be  that  the  large  output  of 
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silver  recorded  for  the  year  30.9.71  to  30.9.72  (over  10,000  lbs.)  necessitated  the 
opening  of  an  additional  workshop  for  which  this  unique  combined  mark  was 
reserved.  The  muling  of  both  obverse  and  reverse  marks  with  the  SCF  and  small 
annulet  marks  would  be  explained  by  the  necessity  of  using  up  existing  dies  when  the 
extra  establishment  was  closed. 

As  regards  the  small  annulet  marking  the  commencement  of  the  new  indenture 
with  Lord  Hastings,  it  has  never  been  definitely  established  that  a  change  of  mark 
followed  the  signing  of  an  indenture.  If  it  had,  many  awkward  problems  would  be 
solved.  Mr.  R.  Carlyon-Britten  has  pointed  out,  when  writing  on  Henry  VII 
groats,  that  the  indenture  was  only  a  business  contract  dealing  with  mint  charges 
and  the  division  of  profits,  but  the  awkward  fact  is  that  we  do  not  know  what  circum¬ 
stance  called  for  a  change  of  mark.  In  any  case,  if  the  small  annulet  did  not  appear 
until  February  1472,  it  is  difficult  to  explain  why  it  should  be  found  with  a  Henry  VI 
reverse,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  mules.  The  only  thing  of  which  we  can 
be  sure  is  that  the  first  three  marks  were  closely  linked  together,  and  were  in  issue 
concurrently  for  at  least  some  of  the  time  covered  by  the  dates  quoted  above. 

As  we  have  already  seen,  a  major  variety  introduced  into  Henry  VI  Restoration 
groats  was  the  trefoiling  of  the  two  cusps  above  the  crown,  only  really  practicable, 
of  course,  with  trefoils.  The  first  type  of  the  second  reign  repeated  this  variety,  the 
only  one  of  any  importance  to  be  recorded,  and  all  but  two  of  the  marks  and  mules 
are  now  known  with  and  without  trefoils  above  the  crown.  Two  of  the  exceptions 
mentioned  by  Messrs.  Blunt  and  Whitton  as  unrecorded  are  in  my  collection,  viz. : 

1.  Large  annulet/trefoil,  with  trefoils  above  crown, 

2.  Small  annulet/trefoil,  without  trefoils  above  crown. 

The  pellet-in-annulet  mark  which  links  types  7  and  8  is  found  in  four  varieties : 

Type  7 — Small  trefoils,  di  .  gra. 

Small  trefoils,  dei  .  gra. 

Type  8 — Large  trefoils,  dei  .  gra. 

Large  trefoils,  dei  .  gra,  roses  by  bust. 

Only  the  last  variety  is  reasonably  common  to-day.  This  mark  presents  a 
problem  of  peculiar  interest  because,  in  this  period  of  a  multiplicity  of  mules,  it  is 
not  known  muled  with  any  subsequent  mark.  Two  of  these,  however,  the  plain  cross 
and  pierced  cross  and  four  pellets,  are  known  with  a  curious  reverse  mark  which  has 
been  called  a  C£  cross  over  pellet-in-annulet.”  No  groat  obverses  are  known  with  this 
mark,  probably  because  these  would  have  incorporated  unwanted  roses  by  the  bust, 
but  it  exists  on  all  other  obverses  except  those  of  the  angels.  It  seems  obvious  that 
something  occurred  during  the  currency  of  the  pellet-in-annulet  mark  which  made  it 
expedient  to  strike  a  cross  over  the  mark  on  the  existing  dies  before  using  them 
again,  and  it  may  not  be  too  fanciful  to  suggest  a  complaint  from  the  ecclesiastical 
authorities  that  the  old  Christian  custom  of  a  cross  as  initial  mark  was  being  deliber¬ 
ately  flouted.  Roses,  suns  and  crowns  as  the  king’s  personal  emblems  might  pass, 
perhaps,  but  not  annulets  and  trefoils.  At  any  rate,  all  subsequent  marks  up  to  the 
last,  that  is  for  at  least  the  next  seven  years,  consisted  of  crosses  of  various  types. 

The  two  marks  mentioned  with  reverses  of  the  cross  over  pellet-in-annulet, 
namely  the  plain  cross,  and  the  pierced  cross  and  four  pellets,  must  be  the  next 
marks  of  type  8,  and  because  of  this  muling  it  is  most  likely  that  they  appeared  almost 
simultaneously.  In  addition  to  great  rarity  in  the  groats,  the  plain  cross  is  also 
known  in  other  denominations  only  on  the  reverse  of  an  angel,  and  this  may  be 
another  instance  of  a  subsidiary  mark  in  concurrent  use  with  a  normal  mark  and 
indicating  a  different  minting  workshop.  On  the  other  hand  we  have  evidence 
which  would  normally  indicate  sequence  of  issue,  in  the  A  of  tas,  which,  at  the  be- 
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ginning  of  type  8,  was  changed  from  the  unbarred  form  in  use  hitherto  to  the 
chevron-barred  form  which  then  persisted  until  the  end  of  the  reign.  On  surviving 
specimens  we  have  this  pattern: 

Mm.  plain  cross  over  pellet-in-annulet.  Unbarred  A  in  tas 

Mm.  plain  cross  Unbarred  and  barred  a  in  tas 

Mm.  pierced  cross  and  4  pellets  Barred  A  in  tas. 

In  other  words  the  change  occurred  during  the  currency  of  the  plain  cross,  and  the 
other  two  marks  must  have  preceded  and  followed  it  as  shown.  On  this  evidence  I 
think  we  may  accept  that  the  marks  appeared  separately,  but  the  great  rarity 
of  the  plain  cross  makes  it  likely  that  it  lasted  only  a  very  short  time.  It  was  probably 
made  with  the  punch  used  on  the  pellet-in-annulet  reverses,  which,  when  worn  out, 
was  not  renewed. 


THE  COINS  OF  MALTA.

The  progress  of  the  Phoenicians  can  be  traced  down  the  African  coast  past  the  Maltese 
Islands  to  Sicily  about  900  b.c.  A  relic  of  this  is  found  on  the  earliest  coins  of  Alalta,  bronze 
pieces  struck  prior  to  218  b.c.,  which  have  on  them  three  Phoenician  letters  Aleph ,  Nun,  Nun. 
A.  Mayr  tells  us  that  this  legend  is  the  Phoenician  name  for  Malta.  Somewhat  similar  letters 
are  also  found  on  other  bronze  struck  just  after  the  Roman  occupation.  In  the  sixth  century  the 
Carthaginians  came  to  Malta,  not  as  conquerors  but  as  friends  of  a  sister  Phoenician  colony. 

After  two  centuries  of  Phoenician  colonisation,  the  Greeks  started  their  movement  westwar  d. 
The  Greek  influence  went  so  far  that  it  can  also  be  traced  on  its  coins  after  the  Roman  occupa¬ 
tion.  The  word  TAYAITiQN  for  Gozo,  Malta's  sister  island,  and  MEAlTAIfiN  for  Malta 
will  be  found  on  bronze  of  the  second  century  b.c.  The  latter  is  often  behind  the  head  of  Isis 
which  is  only  one  of  the  Egyptian  types  to  be  found  on  these  coins.  Such  types  cannot  but 
make  one  think  that  the  local  die-engravers  were  influenced  by  traders  from  Egypt  or  in  fact 
the  Maltese  wanted  to  declare  pro-Egyptian  sentiments  upon  her  coins. 

The  Romans  took  over  the  island  in  218  b.c.  and  it  became  a  Roman  municipium  and  it  is 
in  the  next  hundred  years  that  most  of  the  early  bronze  coins  were  struck,  but  few  have  Roman 
legends.  There  is  one  with  melitas  on  the  reverse,  and  also  one  that  was  issued  by  a  Roman 
official,  C.  Arruntanus  who  was  propraetor  in  Sicily.  Sometimes  the  bronze  pieces  of  the 
Roman  period  are  found  countermarked  with  small  heads,  for  what  reason  I  do  not  know. 

A  great  quantity  of  Roman  gold,  silver  and  bronze  coins  of  the  emperors  have  been  found 
on  the  islands  and  can  be  seen  in  the  Valetta  Museum. 

From  the  time  of  the  Arabs  who  came  to  Malta  about  the  middle  of  the  7th  century,  until 
the  arrival  of  the  Knights  of  St.  John  (1530)  Malta  was  to  have  no  coinage  of  its  own.  The 
Saracens,  Normans,  Suabians,  Angevins,  Arogonese  and  Castillians  brought  their  own  coinage 
for  use  in  the  Island.  None  of  their  coins  bear  any  sign  that  they  were  minted  for  special 
use  in  the  Island. 

Coinage  of  the  Knights.  In  1291,  the  Knights  of  St.  John,  driven  from  Palestine,  moved 
to  Cyprus  from  whence  they  migrated  to  Rhodes  where  they  were  to  stay  for  over  two  centuries. 
Here  they  became  a  maritime  power  and  a  thorn  in  the  side  of  the  Ottoman  Empire.  Suliman, 
true  to  his  words,  “  first  Belgrade,  then  Rhodes,”  after  conquering  the  former,  turned  to 
Rhodes  where  the  Knights  surrendered  after  a  six  months’  siege.  The  remnant  of  the  Knights 
under  the  leadership  of  L’Isle  Adam  set  sail  for  Candia,  thence  to  Messina  and  Rome,  where 
through  the  intercession  of  Pope  Clement  VII,  the  islands  of  Malta  and  Gozo  were  given  to 
them  by  the  Emperor  Charles  V  of  Spain. 

In  the  donation  of  Charles  V,  ratified  by  a  Papal  Bull,  there  is  no  reference  whatsoever 
regarding  the  minting  of  coins.  The  Order  knew  that  this  fact  was  detrimental  to  their  title 
as  a  Sovereign  State  and  they  also  knew  that  the  real  cause  of  this  denial  was  due  to  the  Master 
of  the  Mint  at  Messina.  (Archives  of  the  Order,  Vol.  114,  pg.  72).  In  the  “  Liber  Bullarum  ” 
the  book  of  the  Decrees  of  the  Order,  we  read  that  Francis  de  Lara  was  sent  as  an  ambassador 
to  Charles  V,  to  tell  His  Majesty  that  he  had  been  misinformed  by  the  Master  of  the  mint  of 
Messina  who  had  stated  that  the  Knights  always  minted  inferior  coins  to  those  of  His  Majesty. 
.Another  ambassador,  Bernardo  Salviati,  was  sent  for  the  same  reason  to  Pope  Clement  VII. 
(Bosio,  Vol.  3,  pg.  77).  De  Vertot,  historian  of  the  Order,  is  the  only  writer  who  mentions 
the  fact  that  Bernardo  Salviati  acquired  the  permission  to  mint  coins. 

The  best  writers  on  the  coinage  of  the  Knights,  Fra  Antonio  Bosio,  P.  G.  Furse  and 
Canon  Calleja  Schembri,  divide  their  work  into  two  main  periods,  viz.  1530-1722  and  1722-

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1798.  The  gold  coins  minted  during  the  first  period  were  the  1,  2,  4  and  10  zecchini.  One 
zecchino  was  equivalent  to  6s  4fd.  L’lsle  Adam  was  the  first  Grandmaster  in  Malta  to  use 
the  zecchino.  Neither  he  nor  Del  Ponte  (1534-1535)  minted  their  coins  in  Malta.  Only 
one  coin,  a  zecchino,  belonging  to  the  latter,  is  known  and  this  was  found  by  chance  during  the 
reconstruction  of  a  house  in  1865.  This  unique  coin  is  in  the  Malta  Museum.  The  two 
zecchini  piece  was  struck  by  Lascaris  and  Perellos  in  the  first  period  and  by  Vilhena  and  Pinto 
in  the  second.  Adrian  de  Wignacourt,  Perellos  and  Zondadari  were  the  only  ones  to  use  the 
four  zecchini  pieces  in  the  first  period  and  they  were  struck  again  by  Vilhena  and  Pinto  in 
the  second  period.  The  ten  zecchini  was  struck  by  Perellos. 

The  first  important  change  in  the  presentation  of  the  gold  coinage  was  made  during  the 
reign  of  Hugh  De  Loubenx  Verdala  (1582-1595).  A  ducal  coronet  began  to  appear  on  the 
obverse  of  his  coins.  On  the  death  of  La  Cassiere  Gregory  XIII  had  ordered  that  a  ducal 
coronet  be  placed  on  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  deceased  grandmaster.  The  subsequent  rulers, 
until  Grandmaster  Pinto  followed  this  practice. 

The  second  important  change  in  gold  coinage  was  made  by  Gregory  Caraffa  (1680-90) 
when  the  usual  type  of  reverse,  (Christ  surrounded  by  a  halo  of  stars)  was  aptly  changed  for 
a  shield  bearing  the  arms  of  the  Order  in  the  second  and  third  quarters,  and  the  arms  of  the 
reigning  Grandmasters  in  the  remaining  two  quarters.  (Furse,  op.  cit,  p.  221). 

Progress  in  the  minting  of  gold  coins  can  be  seen  in  the  coins  of  Adrian  De  Wignacourt 
(1690-97).  During  his  reign  a  certain  number  of  forged  Venetian  zecchini  (which  at  the

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time  were  legal  tender)  were  found  in  Malta.  These  were  being  valued  at  41  copper  taris 
to  the  zecchini  of  the  Order.  Rumours  were  spread  that  the  Maltese  zecchini  were  made  of 
inferior  gold.  On  the  8th  x'Vagust  1691  Wignacourt  issued  a  decree  stating  that  the  newly 
minted  gold  coins  were  minted  out  of  a  higher  standard  of  gold.  These  were  to  be  valued  at 
43  taris  instead  of  41  taris  as  in  1689.  (Manuscript  in  the  Valleta  Library,  No.  149,  pg.  65). 

The  silver  coins  struck  during  the  first  period  were  the  one,  two,  three,  four  and  six  tari, 
the  carlino,  cinquina,  and  half  cinquina.  The  value  of  the  tari,  carlino  and  cinquina  are 
one  and  one-third,  five-sixths  and  five-twelfths  pence  respectively.  L’lsle  Adam  first  coined 
the  tari.  The  two  and  four  tari  and  the  carlino  were  struck  by  D’Homedes.  Verdala  coined 
the  half  cinquina.  Changes  in  silver  coinage  were  made  by  D'Homedes  who  started  to  insert 
dates  in  1539;  by  Alof  de  Wignacourt  who  placed  the  value  on  each  coin  in  1609  and  finally 
by  Zondadari  who  changed  the  obverse  of  his  coins.  Instead  of  the  head  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist  he  substituted  his  own  bust. 

The  Golden  Age  of  the  Knights’  Coinage.  The  second  period  beginning  with  the  reign 
of  Vilhena  shows  coinage  at  its  best.  Vilhena’s  coinage  is  so  exquisite  in  its  presentation  that  its 
beauty  was  never  to  be  surpassed.  His  twelve  zecchini  piece  is  so  refined  that  numismatists 
often  wonder  whether  they  were  struck  for  presentation  purposes  rather  than  for  circulation. 
The  Master  of  the  Mint  in  Vilhena’s  reign  (1722-36)  was  Troisi  who  used  new  French  minting 
machinery.  This  enabled  him  to  decorate  the  rims  of  his  coins  with  different  designs.  Both 
his  gold  and  silver  coins  are  of  great  artistic  beauty  and  taste. 

Emanuel  Pinto  (1741-1773)  made  the  next  change  through  necessity.  He  ordered  that 
the  minting  of  the  zecchino,  which  had  served  the  Order  for  so  many  years,  be  stopped. 
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This  coin  had  become  out  of  date  as  gold  scudi  were  being  minted  with  a  higher  standard  of 
gold.  Pinto  did  his  best  to  continue  circulating  these  coins  but  had  to  stop  after  1742.  In 
1756,  therefore,  so  that  the  Order  should  not  have  a  coinage  of  a  lower  standard  than  that 
of  other  countries,  he  began  to  issue  the  new  gold  pieces  of  twenty,  ten  and  five  scudi.  (Manu¬ 
script  No.  149,  pg.  65  in  the  Malta  Library). 

The  change  in  the  silver  coinage  for  the  second  period  was  that  its  standard  was  raised. 
Vilhena  issued  the  two  scudo,  scudo,  sixteen,  twelve,  eight,  six  and  four  tari.  Emanuel  Pinto 
again  raised  the  standard  by  issuing  the  thirty  tari  and  introducing  the  fifteen  tari. 

Copper  coins  were  struck  in  large  numbers  during  the  first  and  second  periods.  The  value 
of  these  copper  coins  ranged  from  the  four  tari  to  the  picciolo,  the  latter  being  the  coin  of  least 
value  ever  to  have  been  in  circulation.  It  was  first  struck  by  Claude  de  La  Sengle  (1553-57). 
It  is  equivalent  to  the  one  seventy-second  part  of  a  penny. 

Hompesch,  last  Grandmaster  in  Malta,  was  also  the  last  to  issue  his  own  coins.  Napoleon 
used  this  Grandmaster’s  dies  when  he  had  coins  struck.  These  can  be  distinguished  from 
those  of  Hompesch  by  a  single  dot  near  the  nose. 

During  the  French  occupation  of  Malta  extremely  rare  siege  pieces  or  ingots  were  struck. 
These  specimens  were  coined  by  order  of  General  Vaubois  (1798-1800)  in  gold,  silver  and  cop¬ 
per.  Bosredon  Ransijat  tells  us  that  the  dire  necessity  on  account  of  the  British  blockade  was 
beyond  description.  This  must  have  made  General  Vaubois  strike  these  pieces.  Only  seven 
specimens  are  known  to  exist,  two  in  gold  and  five  in  silver.  Three  of  them  are  in  the  Valletta 
Museum  (1  gold — 2  silver).  These  siege  pieces  usually  feature  the  “  French  Rampant  Lion  ” 
incused  within  an  oval  punch  on  the  obverse  and  bears  the  number  24  in  the  upper  right-hand 
corner  (presumably  the  number  of  ingots  struck)  and  the  value  16.10  of  the  piece  placed 
diagonally  on  the  reverse.  Mr.  Galea  of  Mosta,  Malta,  is  the  only  Maltese  known  to  have 
one  such  silver  piece  which  is  different  from  the  ones  at  the  Malta  Museum. 

Collections  of  Maltese  Coins.  Several  collections  of  the  coinage  of  the  Knights  are  to  be 
found  in  Europe — the  Anglican  Grand  Priory  in  London,  the  Paris  Museums,  the  Malta 
Museum,  the  Royal  Library  in  Turin,  ail  boast  of  a  very  good  collection.  The  Malta  Museum 
also  has  a  very  rare  collection  of  Maltese  coins  of  the  Phoenician,  Carthaginian  and  Roman 
times,  together  with  a  few  unique  coins  of  the  Knights  themselves.  Among  private  collections 
in  Malta  may  be  mentioned  those  of  Chev.  Hannibal  Scicluna,  the  Most  Noble  Baron  Testa- 
ferrata  Bonnici,  Com.  E.G.  Montanaro  of  Gozo,  Mr.  Demajo  of  Sliema  and  Mr.  Pisani  of  Msida. 
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YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.l.  I  have  a  5  mark  piece  of  the  German  Federal  Republic  dated  1952.  Obv.  germanisches 
museum  eigenthum  der  deutschen  nation  nurnberg,  eagle  with  date  either  side. 
Rev.  5  /  Deutsche  mark  /  bundesre.  publik  /  Deutschland,  mint  mark  d.  Is  this  the 
first  commemorative  coin  struck  by  Western  Germany;  where  was  it  struck  and 
approximately  how  many  ? 

A.l.  This  is  the  first  commemorative  piece  struck  by  the  Federal  Republic.  These  coins, 
struck  in  Munich,  celebrate  the  centenary  of  the  Germanisches  Museum,  and  at  least 
20,000  were  made. 

Q.2.  I  have  the  following  coins  and  would  be  grateful  for  any  information  you  could  give, 
(a)  A  steel  piece  with  a  German  soldier’s  helmeted  head  1.,  and  the  initials  s.d.  on  the 
obv.  Rev.  10  stadt  duren  1918  (b)  A  bronze  coin,  larger  than  a  halfpenny,  having  on 
the  obverse  prince  Edward  island  around  the  date  1857,  and  on  the  reverse  self 
government  and  free  trade.  Is  this  a  token  ? 

A.2.  (a)  A  war-time  token  of  10  Pfennige  issued  by  the  town  of  Duren.  (b)  This  was  a 

token  and  was  certainly  used  as  currency. 

Q.3.  I  have  an  iron  coin,  or  token  showing  on  the  reverse  a  miner  with  pick  and  lamp,  the 
legend  is  ich  fordere  kohle  und  rette  mein  vaterland  1919.  R  .  25  stadt  durren. 

A. 3.  This,  like  the  coin  mentioned  above  in  Q.2,  is  a  25  pfennige  token  issued  by  the  town 
of  Duren.  The  inscription  means  roughly  “  I  produce  coal  and  save  my  Fatherland.” 

Q.4.  I  have  recently  obtained  a  “  set  ”  of  U.S.A.  coins  dated  1904 — i  and  {  dollar,  dime 
and  nickel.  They  appear  to  be  proofs  and  I  wonder  if  you  could  tell  me  if  such  proofs 
were  issued  and  if  so  what  is  their  rarity. 

A.4.  670  silver  proof  sets  were  issued  in  1904  and  1817  of  the  minor  coins.  Yours  are  not 

a  set  as  you  do  not  mention  the  dollar  or  the  one  cent.

Cleaning  Coins.  I  have  been  laid  up  in  bed,  and  while  browsing  through  your  Bulletins 
I  saw  that  a  query  some  months  ago  as  to  cleaning  of  coins  received  only  one  reply,  and  that  to 
my  mind  a  harmful  one. 

I  am  a  retired  mining  engineer,  and  early  interest  in  metals  resulted  in  my  taking  up  metal¬ 
lurgy  as  a  profession,  and  I  still  retain  my  affection  for  metals.  To  my  mind,  silver  is  the  ideal 
metal  for  displaying  beauty  in  coins.  Gold  of  standard  purity  is  virtually  untarnishable, 
and  for  this  reason  there  is  no  gradation  in  colour,  the  depressions  and  high  relief  remaining 
of  uniform  tone. 

Silver,  on  the  other  hand,  soon  oxidises  in  contact  with  the  atmosphere  and  will  pass 
through  a  whole  range  of  colours  from  yellow,  blue,  to  black,  any  or  all  of  which  may  be  on  the 
coins.  This  tarnish  is  automatically  removed  from  the  high  relief  by  friction  of  handling, 
but  it  remains  in  the  depressions,  and  it  is  this  contrast  that  shows  up  the  design  to  such  ad¬ 
vantage.  Why  then  remove  it  ?  Nitric  acid  which  has  been  suggested  for  “  Cleaning  up  ” 
the  coins  is  a  strong  solvent  of  silver  even  when  diluted  and  will  remove  not  only  the  attractive 
oxide,  but  also  the  metal  itself.  I  suggest  that  soap  and  water  applied  gently  with  a  nail  brush 
to  remove  any  grease  or  dust  is  all  the  treatment  that  is  called  for.  Bad  corrosion  can  be 
tackled  locally  with  an  orange  stick  or  other  point  softer  than  silver. 

Bronze  also  will  acquire  lovely  colouration,  and  if  lightly  brushed  with  a  brown  shoe 
polishing  brush,  the  colour  will  be  enhanced  and  the  slight  waxing  from  the  brush  will  help  to 
preserve  the  tone — there  is  no  need  to  apply  any  wax.  If  severe  corrosion  has  led  to  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  copper  carbonate,  this  can  be  removed  after  immersion  in  a  dilute  solution  of  sodium 
sesquicarbonate  for  a  short  time. 

I  put  forward  these  suggestions  with  great  diffidence. — Kenelm  Armytage. 

St.  Thomas  Countermarked  Pennies.  In  your  January  1956  Bulletin  I  notice  under 
Obsidional  Coins,  Ob.  198  St.  Thomas,  marked  “unpublished  ?”  By  sheer  chance  I  came  by 
three  of  these  recently  in  an  odd  lot  of  “  junk,”  two  are  well-worn  1797  pennies ;  one  overstruck 
st.  thomas  incuse,  monogram  ta  in  half-inch  sunk  circle,  date  1854  raised  in  another  half-inch 
sunk  circle,  cmks.  arc  good  VF;  the  other  1855  raised  in  three-quarter-inch  sunk  circle  with 
monogram  ta  above  date  in  circle  incuse,  but  no  st.  thomas;  the  third  one  is  on  a  Victoria 
1854  penny  about  fine,  cmk.  st  thomas  raised  in  sunk  oblong,  other  cmks.  as  No.  1,  but  date 
1859,  cmks.  not  so  good,  weak,  and  coin  bent  by  the  st  thomas  die  driven  deep  in.  I  suggest  the 
idea  was  to  keep  in  the  island  the  scanty  supply  of  small  change,  poor  as  it  was. — W.  H.  L.  Jarvis .

Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin.  If  any  of  our  readers  have  Bulletin  No.  343  and 
Indexes  for  1951  and  1952  which  they  no  longer  require  would  they  please  let  us  know  as  they 
are  required  by  the  City  of  Johannesburg  Public  Library  to  make  up  their  set. 

Stephen  Penny  from  Corby.  Had  Mr.  James  Hall  not  picked  up  the  “  button  ”  he 
found  while  digging  his  garden  at  Corby,  historians  and  numismatists  would  not  now  be 
discussing  an  unusual  mediaeval  coin,  of  a  type  never  seen  before.  For  the  “  button,”  on 
closer  examination,  proved  to  be  a  small  coin,  now  identified  as  a  silver  penny — probably 
minted  at  Northampton — of  the  reign  of  King  Stephen  (1135 — 1154). 

Two  features  make  it  unique.  On  one  side  the  crowned  and  bearded  head  of  the  king 
is  shown  in  profile  whereas  similar  coins  show  it  full  face.  And  the  reverse  is  exactly  that  used 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  First  the  preceding  monarch. 

One  other  oddity  is  the  inscription  “  mort  ”  in  the  place  where  the  name  of  the  mint  is 
usually  to  be  found.  This  is  thought  to  have  been  an  error.  It  should  have  been  “  Nort  ” 
meaning  Northampton,  which  is  known  to  have  had  its  own  mint  at  that  time. — Kettering 
Leader  and  Guardian,  13th  January . 

Find  of  Nobles  at  Fakenham.  In  digging  a  drain  at  Fakenham,  a  man  found  about 
200  gold  nobles  (originally  worth  6s  8d)  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  An  inquest  was  to  be 
held. 

Some  of  the  coins,  issued  between  1351  and  1360,  in  addition  to  the  title  of  the  King  of 
England  and  Lord  of  Ireland,  had  that  of  the  King  of  France.  “  The  value  of  the  coins  is 
probably  some  hundreds  of  pounds,”  it  was  stated.  “  The  man  who  made  the  discovery 
will  receive  a  large  share.” — Eastern  Evening  News  (Norwich),  20 th  January. 

Treasure  Trove  from  Bermuda.  During  the  summer  of  1955,  two  Bermudian  divers, 
Mr.  Edward  Tucker  and  Mr.  Robert  Canton,  investigating  an  underwater  site  on  which 
Mr.  Tucker  found  some  old  cannon  some  years  ago,  have  found  (as  reported  in  The  Times )  an 
assortment  of  objects,  including  gold  ingots,  jewels  and  a  large  group  of  coins — especially  that 
old  currency  of  the  Spanish  Main,  pieces-of-eight — in  such  quantity  as  to  make  it  fairly  certain 
that  at  this  point  late  in  the  sixteenth  century,  a  treasure-laden  Spanish  galleon  sank  in  a  storm 
on  the  treacherous  reefs  off  Bermuda.  Although  there  are  some  coins  of  France  in  the 
treasure,  the  majority  are  Spanish,  many  of  them  minted  in  the  New  World  (including  some 
from  the  Mexico  City  mint)  and  it  seems  likely  that  this  was  a  treasure  ship  Europe-bound 
and  in  all  probability  a  Spanish  ship,  although  it  is  possible  that  it  might  be  a  ship  of  some 
other  nationality  which  had  successfully  captured  a  Spanish  treasure  only  to  come  to  grief 
in  the  fury  of  the  sea. 

The  gold  would  appear  to  be  bullion  on  its  way  back  to  Spain  from  Central  America  and 
the  ingots  and  bar  bear  various  official  marks,  notably  the  incuse  impression  of  a  piece-of- 
eight.  Large  quantities  of  coinage  have  been  found,  the  latest  date  so  far  identified  being 
1592.  It  is  stated  that  some  of  the  coins  were  minted  at  Mexico  City  and  are  among  some  of 
the  first  issues  from  that  mint.  The  gold  cross,  which  is  about  3  ins.  high,  is  of  great  interest. 
The  stones  are  said  to  be  cabochon  emeralds ;  and  with  this  in  mind  it  is  curious  that  the  design 
and  workmanship  of  the  gold  are  so  clumsy,  unless  it  is  assumed  that  it  was  made  in  the  New 
World  by  native  craftsmen  to  a  generally  European  design. — Illustrated  London  News,  21st 
January. 

Gold  in  the  Armchair.  Sovereigns  worth  more  than  £30  have  been  found  in  an  old 
chair  by  Mr.  Alfred  Young,  an  upholsterer,  of  Seaside,  Eastbourne.  Mr.  Young  was  ripping 
up  the  chair,  which  was  to  be  re-covered,  when  he  found  a  grey  leather  purse  tucked  in  the  back. 
In  the  purse  were  nine  gold  sovereigns  and  a  half-sovereign  valued  at  £1  9s  6d.  There  was 
also  a  gold  masonic  watch  emblem.  Among  the  sovereigns  was  an  Australian  one  minted 
at  Sydney  in  1870.  Mr.  Young  said  he  believed  the  chair  was  about  70  years  old. — Evening 
News  (London),  21  st  January. 

Lightning  “  Minted  ”  11/-  Piece.  What  is  probably  the  only  11/-  piece  in  the  world 
belongs  to  Mr.  F.  Bousfield,  of  Stutterheim,  Cape  Province,  South  Africa.  It  dates  from 
1899,  when  lightning  struck  a  purse  containing  three  florins  and  two  half-crowns  and  fused 
them  into  one  solid  coin.  The  milling  on  the  edge  is  quite  clear,  and  the  uppermost  coin 
shows  plainly  Queen  Victoria  and  the  date  1897. — Scarborough  Evening  News  (Yorks.),  llth 
January. 
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WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

THE  VICTORIA  CROSS. 

G.  N.  Harding  writes: 

Shortly  after  the  January  Bulletin  was  published,  it  was  brought  to  my  notice  that  while 
the  Earl  of  Dunmore  is  undoubtedly  the  senior  British  Army  recipient  of  the  Victoria  Cross, 
the  senior  survivor  is  Major  Randolph  Cosby  Nesbitt,  aged  88,  who  won  the  Cross  in  the  Mazoe 
Valley,  near  Salisbury,  Southern  Rhodesia,  in  1896.  He  is  living  in  Muizenberg,  South 
Africa. 

Unfortunately,  we  shall  not  be  seeing  Major  Nesbitt  at  the  V.C.  celebrations  in  June. 
Speaking  from  his  home  the  other  day,  he  is  reported  to  have  said;  “  It  is  a  long  way  to  go. 
I  think  I  will  just  stay  at  home.” 

Medals  in  Museums.  W.  D.  refers  to  our  report  some  months  ago  regarding  the  availa¬ 
bility  of  photographs  of  groups  of  medals  in  the  Leeds  City  Museum.  Several  were  obtained 
and  he  now  asks  if  any  such  arrangements  exist  elsewhere. 

Duplication  of  Medals.  A.  H.  states  that  in  the  Regimental  Museum  of  the  King’s 
Own  Scottish  Borderers  at  Berwick  are  two  medals  for  Waterloo  both  inscribed  Capt.  E. 
Fitzgerald,  25th  Foot.  This  officer  was  employed  on  the  staff  as  D.A.G.M.G.  and  wounded 
in  the  battle.  What  is  the  reason  for  the  duplication  of  medals  ? 

(We  are  aware  of  the  regulations  existing  today  regarding  the  official  replacement  of  lost 
medals,  but  possibly  there  is  some  other  explanation — Ed.). 

Muster  Rolls.  In  January  1953  we  published  a  list  of  the  rolls  available  for  inspection 
by  application  to  the  Public  Record  Office,  Chancery  Lane,  London.  Then  in  September  of 
the  same  year  we  published  in  full  a  roll  of  the  Officers,  N.C.O.’s  and  men  present  at  the 
Defence  of  Rorkes  Drift  in  1879. 

Now,  of  course,  we  included  in  last  month’s  bulletin  the  Muster  Roll  of  the  Seven¬ 
teenth  Lancers  who  charged  with  the  Regiment  at  the  Battle  of  Balaclava. 

We  think  these  rolls  are  of  interest  and  help  to  collectors.  It  is  hoped  therefore  to  carry  on 
with  the  publication  of  them.  Can  any  of  our  readers  help  by  supplying  rolls,  particularly 
of  lesser  known  actions  ? 

We  are  grateful  for  the  help  we  have  already  received  in  this  connection.

REPORTS  OF  MEETINGS. 

Royal  N.S.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  of  the 
Society  held  on  18th  January  P.  D.  Whitting 
exhibited  a  unique  bronze  coin  of  the  II- 
Khanid  ruler  of  Persia,  Sulaiman  (a.d.  1339- 
43),  with  obverse  Emperor’s  head  in  Byzantine 
style  (  ?  Heraclius)  and  the  remains  of  a  Greek 


legend  cep  ?  and  reverse  with'  usual  Arabic 
and  Mongol  legends  of  Sulaiman. 

Professor  F.  C.  Thompson  of  Manchester 
University  gave  a  lecture  on  “  The  Microscope 
and  Numismatics.”  The  lecture  was  concerned 
with  an  attempt  to  show  how  the  microscopic 
structure  of  polished  and  etched  surfaces  of 
coins  is  dependent  on  the  technique  used  in 
their  production.  It  was  shown  that  such 
an  examination  could  be  carried  out  with  a 
minimum  detrimental  effect  if  it  was  confined 
to  a  small  area  on  the  rim.  Typical  structures 
of  a  cast  coin,  one  struck  on  a  cast  blank,  and 
of  hot-  and  cold-struck  coins  produced  from 
ingots,  rolled  or  hammered  into  strip,  were 
shown.  As  an  example  of  the  information 
which  can  be  obtained  from  such  an  examina¬ 
tion  where  the  whole  coin  can  be  sacrificed, 
a  plated  coin  of  Neapolis,  p.  100/59, 

was  discussed.  It  was  shown  that  a  copper 
core  was  placed  in  a  silver  cup  lined  with 
silver  solder,  and  another,  similar,  cup  placed 
on  the  top.  The  whole  was  then  heated  to  a 
temperature  above  the  melting  point  of  the 
solder  and  gently  hammered  on  the  rim.  This 
blank  was  then  subsequently  struck  hot. 
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The  lecture  ended  with  some  observation 
on  the  desirability  of  using  the  specific 
volume  instead  of  the  density  where  the 
fineness  of  coins  was  to  be  estimated  from 
their  physical  properties. 

Aberdeen  and  District  N.C.  The  Annual 
General  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Club-room 
on  7th  December,  when  another  encouraging 
report  was  submitted. 

The  highlights  of  the  past  season  included  a 
visit  to  the  coin  collection  at  the  Aberdeen 
Art  Gallery;  a  talk  by  E.  Raven,  of  Aberdeen 
University,  on  Greek  coins,  illustrated  with 
plaster  casts  of  some  rare  coins:  and  a  paper 
by  W.  A.  Milne  on  the  coins  of  the  Caliphs. 

Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  each  month  (July  and  August  excepted)  at 
7.30  p.m.  in  the  Clubroom  at  14,  Back  Wynd, 
Aberdeen.  Visitors  arc  cordially  welcomed. 

Bath  and  Bristol  N.S.  The  Society’s 
fifth  Annual  General  Meeting  took  place  at 
Bath  Technical  College  on  December  the  2nd. 

In  his  review  of  the  past  season  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  A.  C.  Griffin,  said  that  the  1954/55 
session  had  been  quite  a  successful  period. 
Some  excellent  lectures  had  been  heard  and 
membership  had  increased  slightly.  One 
important  event  had  been  the  acceptance  by 
Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt  of  the  office  of  President. 

The  Treasurer,  K.  G.  Smith,  referred  to  the 
satisfactory  state  of  the  Society’s  finances  but 
stressed  the  need  for  building  up  funds  to 
meet  the  expense  of  staging  the  1958  National 
Numismatic  Congress  at  Bath. 

Mr.  Smith  intimated  that  he  was  unable  to 
continue  as  Treasurer  owing  to  other  com¬ 
mitments  and  it  was  decided  to  combine  the 
offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  to 
create  a  new  office  of  Assistant  Secretary. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  The  December 
meeting  of  the  C.N.S.  took  the  form  of  a 
questions  evening  with  the  President  acting 
as  Question  Master. 

The  various  questions  which  had  been  sent 
in  by  members  were  freely  discussed  by  those 
present,  and  topics  included  the  lack  of 
co-operation  between  some  museums  and 
duly  accredited  collectors  and  students;  the 
use  of  bent  wire  in  divining  the  presence  of 
buried  coins  which  several  members  had 
found  to  be  most  unsuccessful;  condition  and 
difference  (if  any)  between  “  fleur-de-coin  ” 
and  “uncirculated”;  bank-notes;  coin  weights; 
adjunct  symbols  on  late  Roman  coins;  and  a 
case  of  mis-striking.  These  all  added  to  the 
variety  of  topics  discussed  and  which  together 
produced  an  enjoyable,  instructive,  and 
frequently  very  amusing  evening. 

Coventry  and  District  N.S.  At  the 

January  meeting  after  the  usual  business  had 
been  transacted  the  chair  was  handed  over 
to  J.  F.  Loffet  for  his  panel  game  which 
consisted  of  a  panel  of  four  members  being 


selected  to  find  the  link  or  connection  between 
pairs  of  coins. 

The  panel  members  were  changed  after  each 
set  of  ten  questions  had  been  presented.  The 
evening  was  quite  interesting  and  some  very 
good  problems  were  set  by  members.  The 
connection  between  a  “  Restoration  ”  groat 
of  Henry  VI  and  a  second  reign  groat  of 
Edward  IV  was  soon  found.  Not  so  easy  was 
the  link  between  the  last  short  cross  penny 
and  the  Commonwealth  silver  halfpenny  as 
each  being  the  last  of  a  type.  Many  other 
interesting  examples  were  brought  forward. 
One  enthusiast  put  a  noble  of  Edward  III 
in  one  envelope  and  six  shillings  and  eight- 
pence  in  another. 

The  only  drawback  to  the  game  was  the  fact 
that  the  panel  had  to  leave  the  room  before 
each  question  so  that  the  question-master 
could  tell  the  audience  the  answer.  Next 
time  a  small  blackboard  will  appear. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  N.S.  The 

December  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held 
on  Thursday  the  8th,  the  Speaker  was  Ian 
MacDonald  who  had  for  his  subject,  ‘  ‘It 
started  with  a  Farthing.” 

Mr.  MacDonald’s  paper  was  the  result  of 
acquiring  a  farthing  token  of  one  Alexander 
Hamilton,  a  tobacconist  of  Glasgow  who  had 
a  shop  in  Stockwell  in  the  year  1797.  The 
speaker  often  wondered  what  the  city  of 
Glasgow  was  like  in  those  days.  His  research 
into  the  yesteryear  life  in  the  city  brought  to 
light  many  interesting  and  forgotten  aspects  of 
the  conditions  and  habits  that  prevailed  at  that 
time.  Apologising  for  being  a  c‘  non-native  ” 
of  the  city,  Mr.  MacDonald’s  civic  interest 
and  research  into  the  past  background  of  what 
is  now  the  “  Second  City  ”  did  bring  home  to 
the  natives  present  many  of  the  things  and 
institutions  that  are  often  taken  for  granted. 
The  speaker  illustrated  his  paper  with  John 
Tait’s  Directory,  the  first  edition  of  the  Glas¬ 
gow  Herald,  the  metal  plate  that  was  the 
insured  person’s  policy  from  the  Sun  Fire 
Office  (without  which  no  assistance  from  the 
Sun  Fire  Brigade  could  be  obtained)  and  the 
farthing  token  of  the  late  Alexander  Hamil¬ 
ton  that  started  the  excursion  into  Glasgow  of 
auld  lang  syne. 

Huddersfield  N.S.  The  speaker  at  the 
December  meeting  was  J.  E.  Morgan,  his 
subject  being  “  The  Rise  and  Fall  of  Napoleon 
as  seen  on  medals.” 

After  giving  a  picture  of  France  before  the 
rise  of  Napoleon,  he  gave  details  of  his 
character  and  drew  a  comparison  between  him 
and  more  recent  dictators.  This  was  followed 
by  his  successors  and  failures  in  battle, 
especially  as  depicted  on  the  large  amount  of 
commemorative  medals  of  that  period. 

The  lecture  was  very  well  illustrated  by 
specimens  from  the  speaker’s  own  and  other 
member’s  cabinets. 
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N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire.  The  first 
speaker  at  the  January  meeting  was  the 
President,  Mr.  E.  Maltby,  who  gave  a  clear 
account  of  the  Bronze  Coinage  of  Victoria.  He 
explained  that  as  bronze  was  more  durable  than 
copper  it  was  also  harder  to  work,  and  the 
mint’s  difficulties  with  the  new  metal  were 
reflected  in  the  large  number  of  dies  used  in 
1860  and  1861.  After  a  period  in  which  the 
master  die  was  used  unchanged,  a  less  easily 
explained  series  of  die  varieties  appeared 
between  1874  and  1883,  after  which  stability 
was  again  achieved. 

A  comprehensive  collection  of  the  coins, 
many  in  mint  condition,  was  exhibited. 

After  displaying  a  part  of  his  fine  collection 
of  early  maps  of  Poland,  E.  J.  Prawdzic- 
Golemberski  gave  an  authoritative  though 
necessarily  condensed  history  of  the  coinage 
of  his  native  country. 

The  first  Polish  coins  were  struck  by 
Mieszko  I  after  the  introduction  of  Christianity 
in  966  a.d.  His  coins,  and  those  of  his  10th 
and  1 1  th  century  successors,  were  minted  in  only 
small  quantities,  the  bulkof  the  coinage  in  circu¬ 
lation  being  of  foreign  origin.  English  pennies 
were  common  and  some  coins  of  Boleslaw  I  were 
actually  imitations  of  types  of  our  Aethelred  II. 

The  12th  and  13th  centuries  witnessed 
numerous  issues  of  bracteates,  which  gradually 
deteriorated  in  weight  and  quality.  However, 
the  monetary  system  was  reformed  by 
Kazimierz  the  Great,  who  introduced  the 
silver  grosz,  which,  although  later  struck  in 
different  metals,  has  survived  until  the  present 
day. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century,  the 
growth  of  Poland  as  a  military  power  and  the 
high  standard  of  living  had  a  marked  influence 


on  the  coinage.  Dies  were  well  engraved  by 
Italian  artists,  the  first  gold  pieces  made  their 
appearance  and  from  the  beginning  of  the  16th 
century  all  coins  bore  a  date.  Large  terri¬ 
torial  acquisitions  called  for  special  provincial 
issues,  such  as  those  for  Prussia,  Lithuania 
and  Riga. 

The  speaker  continued  his  history  of  the 
nation  and  of  the  development  of  the  coinage 
down  to  the  present  day,  noting  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  new  denominations,  such  as  the  copper 
szelag  by  Jan  Kazimierz  and  the  gold  zloty  by 
August  III. 

Appreciative  members  were  able  to  examine 
Mr.  Prawdzic-Golemberski’s  impressive  col¬ 
lection,  which  he  claimed  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  outside  Poland. 

St.  Albans  and  Hertfordshire  N.S.  The 

December  meeting  of  the  society  was  held  at 
St.  Albans  City  Museum  at  7.30  p.m.  on 
Wednesday  the  7th  December.  The  speaker 
for  the  evening  was  G.  C.  Haines,  Treasurer 
of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  who  was  also 
a  most  welcome  guest  at  the  meeting.  The 
talk  under  the  title  “  Coins,  their  Place  in 
History  and  Art  ”  traced  the  development  of 
numismatic  design  and  discussed  their  con¬ 
temporary  historical  association.  Illustrations 
were  superbly  made  by  the  use  of  a  lantern 
which  in  spite  of  the  hall  being  lighted  showed 
in  clear  detail  the  designs  of  many  coins  from 
early  English  copies  of  the  Philipian  Stater  to 
the  Elizabeth  II  sixpence.  Mr.  Haines’  talk 
which  lasted  for  just  under  one  hour  was 
amply  illustrated  by  more  than  30  slides  and 
the  silence  of  the  audience  on  this  occasion 
proved  that  the  subject  was  absorbing  in  the 
extreme.
